Thomas  Chew,,  executive  director 
of  the  Boys’  Club,  and  Thomas 
Welch,  one  of  his  assistants,  are  on 
a  cross-country  tour,  stopping  at 
many  places  enroute.  Today’s  mail 
contained  the  following  account  by 
Mr.  Chew  of  their  v»sit-  to  Cleveland 
and  to  Notre  Dame  University  of 
which  Mr.  Welch  is  an  alumnus: 

“The  two  Toms  from  Fall  River 
on  their  pilgrimage  to  the  West 
have  reached  Chicago  on  time.  You 
must  know  that  two  fellows  like 
these  pilgrims,  do  not  always  see 
alike.  At  Niagara  Falls,  one  Tom 
saw  the  wonders  and  beauties  of 
the  Falls,  while  the  other  Tom  saw 
confetti  lining  the  railroad  stations 
stairway  and  nice  young  women  be¬ 
ing  escorted  by  serious  looking 
young  men,  trying  so  hard  to  give 
the  impression  that  while  they  were 
extending  a  protecting  care  over  the 
young  ladies,  they  were  not  newly 
married. 

“We  got  to  Cleveland  on  Sunday 
afternoon  and  Ab  Strosnider  met  us 
and  took  us  for  an  automobile  ride 
all  over  town.  Ab  is  coach  for  the 
Cathedral  Latin  School  and  an  in¬ 
structor  in  physical  education.  They 
call  their  team  "The  Lions”.  For 
more  than  three  years  they  were  an 
undefeated  team,  but  they  recently 
played  a  game  with  the  Massillon 
“Tigers”  and  were  skinned  40  to  13. 

"Durfee  football  players  of  six  or 
seven  years  ago  will  remember  Ab 
who  helped  Steve  Nawrocki  the 
year  he  was  working  at  the  Boys’ 
Club.  They  eat  footballs  out  here 
and  we  would  like  to  bring  a  little 
of  the  food  to  Durfee’s  boys,  whom 
we  want  to  see  beat  New  Bedford. 

“The  Tigers  have  a  few  rules  that 
are  good  for  any  team.  'No  water 
boy  ever  runs  out  to  a  Tiger  team. 
No  trainer  ever  goes  out  to  bend 
over  him.  Don’t  play  if  you  can’t 
play  all  40  minutes.  If  you  have 
to  sit  come  sit  on  the  beneh.  Don’t 
play  football  unless  it’s  fun  for  you.’ 

“Whatever  else  they  do,  they 
don’t  coddle  their  football  players. 
Perhaps  that  is  the  reason  they 
make  “Lions  and  Tigers”  out  of 


their  teams.  In  a  city  of  30,000 
people,  16,000  wenl  to  the  game. 

“You  will  hear  more  about  foot¬ 
ball  from  the  Tom  who  knows  noth¬ 
ing  about  the  game  from  practical 
experience,  but  since  he  shook  the 
hand  of  the  head  coach  at  Notre 
Dame  is  full  Of  it. 

“The  othgr  Tom  who  knows  the 
game,  was  reliving  the  days  when 
he  was  a  student  here.  It  was  his 
day  and  he  had  such  a  fine  time 
that  I  almost  literally  had  to  drag 
him  away.  I  couldn’t  blame  him,  I 
had  such  a  good  time  myself.  We 
met  one  Fall  River  boy  here  and 
several  other  men  who  had  been  to 
Fall  River  and  remembered  us  fa¬ 
vorably.  The  other  Tom  will  write 
later.”

Two  Boys'  Club 
Officials  Visit 
Midwest  Cities 

Mr.  Chew  and  Welch  Tell 
Of  Trip;  Are  Now  In 
San  Francisco. 

From  San  Francisco,  goal  of 
their  cross-country  trip,  Executive 
!  Director  Thomas  Chew  of  the 
Boys’  Club  and  his  associate, 
Thomas  Welch,  have  written  or 
two  pleasant  stops  enroute— one  at 
Chicago,  the  other  at  Dubuque, 
Iowa. 

Leaving  here  10  days  ago,  the 
Two  Toms,  as  they  call  themselves, 
announced  their  intention  of  visit¬ 
ing  Boys’  Clubs  throughout  the 
I  nation.  They  write  today  of  seeing 
two— at  Chicago  and  Dubuque.  The 
letter  follows: 

“We  saw  in  Chicago  the  finest 
Boys’  Club  building  that  exists. 
It  is  npt  yet  opened.  There  are 
so  many  new  features  to  it  that 
it  is  really  wonderful.  It  has  an 
ice  skating  rink  as  big  as  our 
gymnasium  and  basketball  courts 
like  ours. 

“None  of  the  Boys’  Clubs  have 
a  men’s  department.  This  new 
club  is  called  the  ’Valentine 
Club,’  named  for  its  giver,  a  re¬ 
tired  dry  goods  merchant  who  is 
spending  his  fortune  on  Boys’ 
Club  buildings.  This  is  the  first 
but  not  his  last  building. 

“We  met  Cliff  Harwood  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Durfee.  He  is  chief  en¬ 
gineer  of  a  radio  factory.  He 
took  us  around  the  town  and  en¬ 
tertained  us  at  his  home.  From 
Chicago  we  went  to  St.  Paul, 
stopping  at  Dubuque,  Iowa  at  a 
Boys’  Club.  This  club  was  found¬ 
ed  years  ago  by  a  woman  named 
Miss  Kate  K.  Van  Duryee,  a 
friend  of  Mrs.  Roy  Beattie  of 
Tiverton.  She  started  with  a 
dozen  boys  and  it  grew. 

“She  came  to  Fall  River,  saw 
our  club,  and  from  that  visit  and 
correspondence,  a  boys’  club  very 
much  like  ours  was  started. 

“We  called  upon  her,  returning 
the  pleasant  visit  of  long  ago.  We 
talked  of  Old  times  which  were 
hard  because  of  a  lack  of  expe¬ 
rience.  She  told  the  superintend¬ 
ent,  who  was  with  us,  that  if  it 
had  not  been  for  the  superintend¬ 
ent  of  the  Fall  River  Boys’  Club, 
there  would  be  no  boys’  club  in 
Dubuque.  Of  course  that  was 
more  than  a  slightly  exaggerated 
statement,  but  we  lent  a  hand, 
and  we  want  to  put  that  down 
in  our  record  book  when  we  cele¬ 
brate  our  golden  anniversary 
next  year. 

1  “We  went  to  St.  Paul  on  the
